Dissolution of the Firm of McGinness & 
Cornelius Causes Curious Rumers. 


The sudden dissolution of the firm, McGin- 
ness & Cornelius, painters, caused a great 
deal of talk among the many persons connect- 
ed with it in business. A number of 
rumors floated from this talk, but many 
of them proved to pbe without founda- 
tion. F. L. McGinness was seen by a

Further conversation indicated the firm had 
not ceased to exist without a considerable 
amount of ill feeling having been aroused. 

1 suppose the rumors you refer to, 
said Mr. oGinness, were started in 
the churches where Mr. Cornelius sang. 
I have been told he had been 
asked to resign his position in both the Second 
and Glasgow Avenue Presbyteriaa Churches, 
and has done so. As to the reasons for these 
requests you'll have to see Mr. Cornelius. 

MR. JESSE CORNELIUS 

was seen and questioned about the dissolution 
and a statement to the effect that it had been 
previpitated by an overdraft of his account 
with the firm. He said that he 
bad over-drawn his account, but 
that in the settlement of the firm the obliga- 
tion had been completely annulled. The busi- 
ness of the firm of MoGinness 4 Cornelius on 
the first of the present year was worth $15,000. 
In this business Mr. Cornelius owned a third 
interest. This interest he says was assigned 
to Mr. McGinnessin settiement of the over- 
draft, which amounted to $3,500. The other 
$1,500 was balanced by a a gh + against him of 
that amount, the price of t original pur- 
chase of his interest in the business.

The Sun in Perigee. 


From the Providence Journal. 

The sun is in perigee, or the earth in 
perihelion, on the 2d of January at3p. 
m. These two forms of expression mean 
the same thing; the former meaning that 
the sun is nearest to the earth and the lat- 
ter that the earth is nearest to the sun. 
For, strange as it may seem, the earth is 
8,000,000 miles nearer the sun than she was 
on the Ist of last J — 4 In round numbers 
the earth is now about 90,000,000 miles from 
the sun, while in July she is 93,000,000 
miles distant. It would be natural to ex- 
pect that weshould have the warmest 
weather when the sun is nearest to us. 
But his rays fall so obliquely on this por- 
tion of the earth that the intensity of the 
cold far overbalances the difference in the 
distance. There is, however, a compen- 
sation for the present conditions. The 
winter cold is doubtless tem by 
the earth’s eater nearness to the 
central fire. In the Southern Hemisphere, 
where the sun is in Spogee in midwinter, 
the cold is intensified this reason. Thus 
in Australia and Southern Africa the av- 
erage r is lower than in corre- 
spondin tudes north of the equator.

city and ordered him to get up a crown 
entirely of diamonds, beside which all the 
other crowns of the effete monarchies 


would pale their insignificant fires. 


The Empress had the usual royal dis- 
regard of other people’s money, and told 
him not to mind the expense. The crown 
in the Broadway jeweler’s window was the 


result. 


The Empress thought the crown the 
nicest she had ever worn, but she was 
finally obliged to part with it after many 
yonts.

donna offering to place the historic crown 


upon her brow. 


She showed the letter to her husband, 
and he intimated indirectly to his wife’s 
adorer that he had best transfer his aged 


affections to a more congenial soil. 


The news that the prima donna was 


wedded was news to the wealthy owner 


of the crown, and on the confirmation of 
its truth he was taken seriously ill and has 
since been a confirmed invalid. Recently 
he has placed the tiara in the hands of the 


jeweler mentioned to dispose of. 
The jeweler yesterday showed the preci- 


ous bauble to a Journal reporter. It is 


composed of 2,000 fine-cut old mine 
stones set in old style silver, with gold lin- 
ing, the stones averaging from one-quar- 


ter carat to eight caratseach. The center 
stone in front is fifteen carats weight.

ELECTION LAW. 

Missouri’s election laws are well enough 
adapted toall the requirements of free 
and fair elections in the rural precincts. 
But in this city they neither secure us fair 
registration lists nor free and fair elec- 
tions. Ballot-box stuffing, vote-buying 
and the coercion of voters by their em- 
ployers enter notoriously and with utter 
| impunity into every St. Louis election. 

We take it for granted that jurisdiction 
of contested municipal elections will be 
conferred bythe Legislature upon our 
local courts since the Supreme Court has 
declared that existing laws give no court 
jurisdiction of such contests. We take it 
for granted thatthe indignation of St. 
Louis people will invoke some echo from 
the Legislature in the shape of better laws 
to punish and prevent election frauds. 

But while there is so much said here 
about vote-buying and ballot-box stuffing 
just now, it must not be inferred that these 
are the only election wrongs which should 
be corrected by penal legislation. The 
freedom of the poor, dependent employe 
to vote as he pleases, without fear of 
being discharged by his employer, is the 
avowed object of the secret-ballot system. 
If the system does not accomplish that 
object it is good for nothing, as it cer- 
tainly is a far better cover for a variety of 
frauds than the viva voce system. And it 
is notorious that large bodies of working- 
men in this city dare not deposit any elec- 
tion ticket but that which is fixed for 
them and put in their hands by their fore- 
men or employers. As the bribed voter is 
watched and seen depositing the right 
ballot, so the employe isin many cases 
watched and constrained to vote as 
directed under fear of losing employment 
if he disobeys. 

The punishment for this sort of thing 
should be made so severe and infamous 
that no man would dare risk it. Or, if pos- 
sible, the practice of such coercion should 
be more strictly guarded against by law. 
In England the election tickets are pro- 
vided by the Government, all alike, and 
each containing the names of allof the 
candidates. The voter must take one of 
these tickets from an officer, and then re- 
tire to a stall that is provided for him,and 
there in seclusion ‘‘scratch’’ it to suit 
himself. 

If this identical method is not practical 
here, it is at least possible to provide bet- 
ter protection than our laws now afford 
the voter, who can now be constrained by 
his employer to deposit a ballot which is 
so colored, folded or otherwise designated 
asto be recognized by some watcher at 
the polls. The large sums spent here in 
bribing voters show how easily the 
bribers can make sure that they have the 
votes bargained for before paying for 


them.

WELL DONE, VEST. 

The Posr-Disrarcn, as an independent 
Democratic paper, has felt free to criti- 
cise Senator Vest unfavorably for his 
course in connection with the Federal ap- 
pointments in the State.

A number of petitions have been pre- 
sented tothe State Senate asking for the 
submission to the people of a prohibitory 
amendment to the Constitution. In most 
cases the petitions were condemned and 
repudiated by the members presenting 
them. Mr. Micuart G. Moran of St. 
Joseph bitterly assailed the scheme of 
submission in such language as this: 
‘*Where a statute will meet the case, a 
*‘oonstitutional amendment ought not to 
**be demanded by the people, and cannot 
ebe adopted without invading the funo- 
„tons of the Legislature, which are as 
‘‘sacred as the rights of the people them- 
*‘selves.” | 

The position here assumed by the indig- 
nant Mr. Moran is rather startling and 
unusual. Any provision of the Constitu- 
tion is an “invasion of the functions of 
the Legislature, “ when it prohibits the 
Legislature from doing certain things,and 
there are many such provisions. The 
functions of the Legislature are created 
for the protection and conservation of the 
rights of the people, and thetwo things 
are not atall onthe same footing. The 
assertion that thyy are clothed with equal 
sanctity isa Nest absurdity. 
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| people of Missouri will adopt prohibition. 
When the time for a final decision comes, 
the measure will meet with the defeat 
which it deserves. But the people should 
be allowed to vote upon the proposed 
amendment if it appears that there isa 
strong desire for it among a considerable 
class, It is certain that the Prohibition- 
ists themselves will not regret to see the 
opposition sgainst them led by incompe- 
tent and feeble-minded politicians.

| -WELTHA EMMONS. 


SUIT OF THE PROFESSOR TO PROVE THE 


Statement of the Case by the Professor's 
Attorney Alleged Eccontricities — The 
Lady's Defense, Making Serious Allega- 
tions Against Her Husband. 

Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPATCH. 
2 D. O., January 7.—The suit of 
Prof. Emmons to prove the insanity of his 
wife Weltha, whose eccentricities have been 
‘fully described in the Post-DISPATCH, was 
‘begun yesterday. Prof. Emmons was repre- 
‘sented by Linden Kent, and Mrs. Emmons by 
H. W. Garnet. The court · room was crowded 
‘when Mrs. Emmons entered with her counsel, 
and her dark eyes flashed from face to as 
she walked to her seat. She wore a brown 
brocaded street gown with a velvet collar, and 
her brown derby nat had a tail plume of 
feathers in it. She sat throughout the hearing 
between Miss Crandell ana her maid. Much 


defense was found to 
Emmons had been 


une of 


charge of insanity, Mr. Kent, inhis opening 
address, said that the marriage of Mr. and 
“td. Emmons took place in London, August 
, 1877. Her only dowry, he said, was ber at- 
tion. Within a short period Mrs. Emmons 
developed symptoms of epilepsy and in 1878, 
while living with her husband at Cheyenne, 
she was seriously affected by a fall in which 
she received a blow onthe bead. The sum- 
mer of 1883 she spent in Colorado and then Mrs. 
Emmons exhibited eccentricities which led 
to her belief that her mind was unsound. 


On New Year’s morning, 1683, Mr. Emmons 
presented his wife with 160 shares of Bell Tel- 
phone stock, producing an income of $2,000 
a year, as she had expressed dislike at her pe- 
cunil dependence upon him. In June, 15%, 
Mrs. Emmons went Europe, taking with 
her a man and maid servant and estublishin 
herself at Kissingen forthe summer and Vi- 
enna for the winter. She returned to America 
without his knowledge. 

A WHOOP, EARLY ONE MORNING, 
under his window at the Cosmos Club at- 
tracted his attention, and looking out he saw 
Mrs. Emmons on the sidewalk. Ina few days 
she wanted to go to Fortress Monroe, and he 
took her there. But she did not like the noise 
of the surf, and he took her to Long Branch. 
‘She refused to take her maidonthistrip. She 
could not bear the sight of her, sb he sent her 
Horses, acoachman and maid and a dress- 
maker. The next day he was summoned by a 
telegram and found that she had left the hotel 
at ll o' clock at night and gone to the High- 
lands, near Sandy Hook. r conduct was 
such at Long Branch as to b 3 into un 
enviable notoriety. After Mr. Emmons had 
purchased a house for her in Washington 
she would send for physicians and 
then dismiss them. She accused Dr. 
Wales of attempting to poison her. She ac- 
cused her husband of trying to poison her by 
letting sewer gas enter the room. She pre- 
tended that the spirit of a colored child en- 
abled her to foretelithe future. She saw also 
her mother’s spirit at night going to the figure 
of the Blessed Virgin. Proceedin were 
brought last year which resulted in com- 
mitting her to Bloomingdale Asylum, New 
York. From this she was transferred to an 
asylum in Connecticut and then to the Butler 
Hospital at Providence. This had been done 
on sworn statement of 8 of the 
highest professional standing. She was re- 
leased in July and in October wanted to go 
abroad. On November 20, after packing up, 
she started with Mrs. De Cormis to 
take a steamer at New York. In the 
Pullman car on the way to New York 
City there were some eminent lawyers. Mrs. 
Emmons arose in an excited manner and de- 
manded to know what they were talking 
about, and charged her husband with having 
put a lunatic commission on thetrain. The 
papers of London, Mr. Kent said, were filled 
with accounts of her strange conduct there. 
Her husband, he said, had given her, in addli- 
tion to her own income of over $200a month, 
$400 a month to spend in London, besides 
which she took with her nearly $2,000. Mr. 
Kent then detailed her return and her refusal 
to join Mr. Emmons. He said she had told Dr. 
Kempster and her husband when she 
that she bad once tried to suicide, and she 
still bears the scar of the bullet. 

THE DEFENSE. 

For the defense, Mr. Garnet ridiculed the 
charges of insanity and the instances quoted 
to prove it. The real truth was that Mrs. Em- 
mons had discovered that Prof. Emmons had 
been unfaithful to her for years and that he 
had kept mistresses traveling around and liv+ 
ing in the same néighborhood with them. 
From a woman in Philadelphia she had pur- 
chased letters that Prof. Emmons had written 
to her. Under the terms of separation, he 
said, she had released her dower, and he had 
given her the house, but he still 
persisted in going to the house and 
his presence was annoying to her. 

rt of the contract Prof. Emmons insisted 

on Mrs. Emmons surrendering the letters she 
had, and they were destroyed. Then, he said, 
was hatched the scheme to put Mrs. Emmons 
in a mad- house, and bya deception she was 
induced to go to New York only to wake up 
and find herself in a mad-house. She was sub- 
sequently set free as a sane woman. 3 her 
return to Washington in September, 1886, she 
began proceedings to have her sanity estab- 
lished, and on October 18, 1886, she was de- 
clared by the court of the district to be sane. 
She dismissed Mrs. De Cormis in London be- 
cause Mrs. De Cormis had set people 
against her as an insane person, 
refused to join her husband on her 
return because she knew that if she once 
stepped ashore with him she would be taken 
to N -- yy 

ter a short recess Mrs, De Cormis was ex- 
amined by Mr. Kent. She had known Mrs. 
Emmons since October, 1885, when she went 
to Mrs. Emmons’ house with her sister-in- 
law, Mrs. Emmons having desired to engage 
her sistér-in-law as companion, Mrs, Em- 
mons, who was in bed, said that she had al- 
ready engaged a companion, that she was 
tired and would have sleep.

Commissioner Abbott’s Rulings. 


CuicaGo, January 7.—Commissioner 
John N. Abbott of the Southwestern 
Passenger Association has given his rul- 
ing on three unsettled questions affecting 
the agreement entered into by the roads 


forming the Association November 1, 1886. 
The Commissioner rules with regard to 
the usual coupons of expired commercial 
thousand-mile tickets, that they may be 
accepted at arate of 2 cents per mile in 
part 992 for new commercial thou- 
sand-mile tickets, provided the new tickets 
are purchased y and for use in 
the service of the passenger purchasing 
the original ticket. With regard to un- 
used coupons attached to return mileags 
ticket contract covers, the Commissioner 
rules that such unused coupons may be 
redeemed only on condition that they are 
accepted as part payment at the rate of 
2 cents per mile for new commercial thou- 
sand-mile tickets purchased at the time. 
The third ruling declares against the cus. 
tom n which thousand-mile 
tickets, made g by afirm to one tra- 
eling salesman, can be returned to the 
firm and made good to another salesman 
in the employ of the firm. 


CRAZED BY SLANDER, 


The Sad and Peculiar Case of Miss 
Brower ef Middletown, N. Y. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. T., January 7.—Miss 
Ollie Brower, the 19-year-old daughter of 
Herman Brower, a glove manufacturer, 
was committed to the State Insane Asylum 
yesterday.

I have got you; you must tell 
the truth.“ Before her parents could seize 
her she had cutan ugly gash in her throat 
with the blade of a pocket-knife and cut 
her wrist in several places, Baird is about 
20 years of age, and his parents live in 
ar Vale, Kan. He has made his home 
in this village ever since he was very 
young, with an uncle who was a weaithy 
man. This uncle died several months 
o, leaving Baird his sole heir. He has 
always been of a wild disposition, and 
since he has come into possession of his 
money he has lived freely. Mr. Brower 
had him arrested yesterday for writ.ng 
anonymous letters to his daughter, letters 
which he discovered after the girl’s con- 
finementin the asylum. He was released 
on bail.

DECISION IN THE CASE OF A DAUGHTER'S 
‘DISPUTED CLAIM. 


The Insurante Litigation Over the Estate of 
James Johnston, Jr.—A Stockholder’s 
Liability - The Cable-Curve Accident — 
Matters in Probate—New Suits—Cases of 
Interest Under the Dome. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision 
overruling the demurrertothe amended pe- 
tition in the suit of Kittie A. Johnston against 
the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
\pany. The amended Dill, says the Court, 
shows that the plaintiff is entitled to 
recover if the facts stated in the pe- 
tition are true. The proceeding was 
instituted in Miss Johnston’s behalf to recover 
a portion of the insurance money, which be- 
came due upon the death of her father, James 
Johnston, Jr. A policy was effected with the 
Connecticut Company in the sum of $15,000, 
and Mr. Johnston desired that his chil- 
dren should be the equal beneficiaries. 
Miss Kittie claimed one-fourth, but the 
company did not recognize her claim and the 
money was paii tothe children, Edward M., 
Robert C. and Bessie Johnston. The question 
of legitimacy remains to be determined in Miss 
Kittie’s case. The entire amount of the policy 
was paid over by the company. Miss Kittie 
Johnston was a daughter by a subsequent 
marriage, the validity of which is disputed by 
the other parties in interest. 


A Fatal Mistake. 


The damage suit of Mrs. Murray against the 
St. Louis Cable & Western Railroad Company 
is still holding the attention of a jury before 
Judge Thayer. This is the claim of a widow 


for the loss of her husband, a watchman in 
the employ of the company at the cable 
curve, Fourteenth and ash streets. The 
accident occurred the night of September 14, 
and it was the result of a misunderstanding of 
the watchman’s signal. His duty was to pre- 
vent the cars approaching in opposite di- 
rections from meeting at the curve.

for $11,769.60. An execution was returned 
by the Sheriff against the company nulla 
bona. Mr. Fox, it is alleged, owned 1,150 
shares of the capital stock, amountin to 
$114,500 and 4 per cent was paid on those 
shares. The petition alleged that the cor- 
poration was without organization to make a 
call on the stockholders for money to 
ay its debte. The court sustains 
he demurrer to the petition. A judgment 
creditor is provided by the statute with ample 
legal remedy to reach the credits of his debtor 
by the process of garnishment.

HENRY GEORGE ON THE OPPOSITION OF 
THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


Alleged Attempt to Use the Church as a Po- 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPaTcu. 

New York, January 7.—Henry George dis- 
cusses the case of the Rev. Dr. McGlynn in a 
nne - column article in the first number of his 
newspaper, the Standard, and this is the con- 
clusion to whicn he comes: American work- 
ingmen might as well make up their minds 
thatin their fight for the enfranchisement of 
labor they must meet the opposition of the 
Catholic hierarchy. ‘‘Never before in the his- 
tory of this country, he says, has there 
been such a bare-faced attempt to use the 
Catholic Church asa political machine; such 
an audacious exercise of ecclesiastical power 
to stifle political opinion and control political 
action. Dr. McGlynn, Mr. George describes 
as a devoted priest of the poor who has never 
forgotten that he is an American-Irishman, 
but who has never taken politics into bis pul- 
pit, and who is made the victim of ecclesias- 
tical tyranny in purs ce of an alliance be- 
tween the Catholic hierarchy, or a part of it, 
and corrupt secular powers. Among Irish 
Catholics,’’ Mr. George says, ‘‘has sprung up 
a class known as ‘Castie Catholics,’ eager 
for social respectability and hostile to any 
movement for the assertion of popular rights. 
Cardinal Cullen and his successor, Cardinal 
McOabe, were devoted to English dominance 
and landlord interests. The latter made 
Father Kane apologize for attending a land 
league meeting and then withdraw into 
the Dominican order. Only the deter- 
mined opposition of Irish prelates, 
priests and people, who threatened 
the Roman authorities with a revolt of the 
masses from the Church, prevented the ap- 
pointment of a successor of the same kind as 
Cardinal McOabe. Herein the United States 
the same condition of thingsis present. The 
Catholic Church, which has grown mainly by 
the multiplication of the Irish element in our 
population, is a church of the poorer classes; 
but in it the rich Catholics of the same genus 
as the castle Catholics of Ireland have to a 
large degree influenced the hierarchy in the 
same way. Dr. McGlynn is a representative 


of the 
SOGGARTH AROON, 


the ‘dear priest,’ whose -devotion and 
patriotism have made Ireland so loyal to the 
Roman church. Archbishop Corrigan is a 
representative of the Castle Catholics’ of 
New York, an American Cardinal McCabe. The 
land movement in Ireland was at its darkest in 


1882, when Dr. McGiynn made his speech, 
weicoming Michael Davitt to New York, and 
proclaiming that the land belongs to the peo- 
vie. To the English colony at Rome, in- 
triguing to use the ecclesiastical power— 
already fearful of everything denounced as 
Socialism—to put down the Irish rebellion, 
such an utterance from an American priest 
was gall and wormwood, and doubtiess at the 
2 of Errington, a letter was sent by 
the Cardinal Prefect of the Propaganda di- 
rectin Cardinal McCloskey to suspend 
Dr. eGlynn. Cardinal McCloskey was 
too wise and just to do this, but 
Dr. McGlynn was ordered to make no more 
land league speeches and he obeyed, remain- 
ing silent for years. When Dr. McGlynn and 
other Catholic clergymen had given Mr. 
George assurances of their supportin his race 
for Mayor last fall, Mr. George heard that 
Archbishop Corrigan was offended by the atti- 
tude of Dr. McGlynn, and at Dr. Glynn’s sug- 
gestion Mr. George called on the Archbishop 
with this letter of introduction from Dr. Mo- 
Glyna:’’ 
DR. M’GLYNN’S LETIER. 


Most Reverend and Dear Archbishop: 


I beg to introduce and to recommend to your 
esteem and kind attention my very dear aud 
valued friend, Mr. Henry George, whose pub- 
lished works have placed him in the front rank 
of American men of letters and writers on po- 
litical and social science. Mr. George’s genius 
and intellectual gifts do not exceed his gifts 
and graces of heart and character and his pro- 
foundly religious spirit. It seems to me a 
88 occurrence for which we should 

e thankful, that the labor organizations have 
chosen for their leader so wise and conserva- 
tive a man and ene so utterly opposed, as all 
his writings show, to socialism, communism 
and anarchy as Mr. George is. I, in view of 
my rights and duties as a citizen, which were 
not surrendered when 1 became a 
priest, am determined to do what I can 
to support Mr. George; and I am also 
stimulated by love fer the poor and oppressed 
laboring classes which seems to be particular- 
ly consonant with the charitable and philan- 
thropic character of the priesthood, by virtue 
of which it has gained everywhere its greatest 
triumph. In a recent letter you showed some 
anxiety abéut a Catholic priest, even seemin 
to coincide with socialism. 1 have though 
that I could not do better than to send Mr. 
George himself to you, as no other as well as 
he could prove to you the groundlessness of 
your fears by a frank statement, and by point- 
ing out to you pertinent passages in his works.

THE INTERVIEW WITH THE ARCHBISHOP. 

Mr. George's narrative continues: ‘‘Icalled

could and did support George. 

Other extracts from Mr. George’s articles 
are: He is not punished for having taken 
partin politics, but for his taking aside in 
politics which Archbishop Corrigan does not 
like. The Catholic Church does not deny the 
propriety of the priest exercising all the func- 
tions of the Church. What Dr. McGlynn is 
punished for L taking the 
side the workingmen against 
the system of injustice and spoliation and the 
rotten rings which have made the government 
of New York a byword of corruption. His sin 
isin taking a side in politics which was op- 
posed to the rings that had the support of the 
Catholic hierarchy. Whether Dr. McGlynn 
will go to Rome is something which rests with 
himself; whether he ought to go to Romeisa 
matter which may properly be discussed. The 
Cardinals of the Propaganda are a set of Italian 
Bourbon politicians bitterly opposed toevery- 
thing savoring of freedom aa progress and 
committed in advance against McGiynn and 
the doctrine of the land for the people. 
It is true that the patriotic Irish 
prelates, with the all but unani- 
mous sentiment of Catholic Ireland behind 
them, dia back down the Propaganda, and de- 
feat the Errington influence in Rome by 
forcing, a year ago. the appointment of Dr. 
Walsh to the Archbishopric of Dublin, instead 
of the Castle pack. But what chance woulda 
simple priest—a suspended priest at that— 
with his own archbishop against him, have 
before a tribunal where united Catholic Ire- 
land could barely get consideration? What it 
would do if Dr. McGlynn went to Rome would 
be 13 7 to side- track the issue and to drop 
Dr. McGiynn, metaphorically, through some 
ecclesiastical trap-door. He would be worried 
and heart-broken by delays, compelled to de- 
fend himself against all sorts of charges and 
finally sent to some convent or ordered off to 
Africa or China. 

TO BE DISCIPLINED. 

He isnot sent for to be complimented,’’ 
says the article, my Lord Preston; be is sent 
for to be disciplined.’’ The truth is that having 
Dr. McGlynn ordered to Rome is a cunning 
scheme to get rid of him with the least possi- 
ble remonstrance from his congregation. It 
would be unpleasant, to say the least, to try 
to cut off his head among those who know him 
and love him, so be is to be sent away to be exe- 
cuted, and time is to be allowed to dull feel- 
ing. There are the strongest possible reasons 
why he should not go to Rome. In this mat- 
ter a great principle is atstake. Does an 
American citizen cease to be a citizen when he 
becomes a priest? Is an American citizen, 
because he is also a Catholic priest, to be held 
to answer before a foreign tribunal because of 
his action in American politics? If this is so, 
then the sooner we know it the better. 
McGlynn has not been summoned to Rome at 
the instance of Rome, but at the instance of 
Archbishop Oorrigan, prompted 8 
by the Castle Catholics’ and the ring pol - 
iticians of New York. But whether the Roman 
ecclesiastical authorities are used through 
Errington by the British Government, or 
through Archbishop Corrigan by a New York 
Ting, or whether they act in American 
politics on their own motives and for their 
own purposes, makes little difference. 
The prime fact is in the outrageous claim that 
the American Catholic clergy, perhaps for 
their numbers the most influential class of 
men in the country, are to be in their political 
action the puppets of a foreign power four 
thousand miles distant in space and many 
cénturies distant in ideas; that these men, 
each of whom may influence hundreds and 
thousands of votes, are to be subject to dis- 
grace and punishment, to be thrown out of 
their homes and means of livelihood if their 
political action does not suit the Italian Car- 
dinals of the Propaganda, or the worthy gen- 
tleman who lives in the twelve-hundred- 
roomed palace, called the Vatican. 

INCONSISTENT WITH FRED INSTITUTIONS. 

American Catholics have no more spirit 
than to submit to this, then is Catholicism in- 
deed utterly inconsistent with free institu- 
tions. But Jam confident that there is too 
much spirit in American Catholics-to submit 
to such dictation, and for my part I would re- 
joice to see Dr. McGlynn make the issue clear 
aud plain by utterly refusing to go to Rome to 
answer for his conduct as a citizen. It is clear 
that the organization of the Catholic Church 
in this 8 ig not such as self-respectin 
American Catholics ought to de coatente 
with or as ig suited to the genius of our 
institutions. The organization of the Church 
in this country is autocratic in the 
last degree, The American Catholic 

riest has no such independence as 

longs to the priests of Italy, France or 
Spain. As for Catholic congregations they 
have not only no choice as to their pastors, 
and no voice in Church matters, but have no 
control whateyér over the edifices they build 
and the property their contributions create. 
The congregation of St. Stephen now see their 
beloved pastor thrown out of the church their 
contributions have raised and benefited, and 
they are helpless to prevent it. However, 
there is one t they can do—they can keep 
a tight grip on their money. That would be 
the most effective means of bringing the 
ecclesiastical autocracy to its senses.’’
